2023 CLUB BUDGET NOTES 


This is a short summary of our club’s 2022 finances and the approved 2023 budget, which is depicted on the 
previous page. 


The 2022 budget showed an approved deficit of almost $13,000. Due to an increase in some income 
sources and some reduction in expenses, MDARC’s fiscal year closed with a deficit of only $2,726. 
Fortunately, that leaves most of the 2020 fiscal year surplus as a needed cushion. 


When working on the 2023 proposed budget it became evident to the Board that once again spending 
requests far exceeded anticipated income. Although the 2023 budget shows a deficit of a little over 
$19,000, some worthy requests were deferred. As we go forward, the Board is looking for ways to mitigate 
this year’s budgeted deficit.

WF, D a) The 17" annual Winter Field Day will be held on the 
weekend of January 28-29, 2023. The following text is 
from the Winter Field Day Association website 
www.winterfieldday.com : 


Disasters are unpredictable by nature and can strike 
when you least expect them. Winter Field Day’s goal is 
to help enhance your skills and ready you for all 
environmental conditions found in the US and Canada 
during the spring, summer, fall and winter Preparedness 
is the key to a professional and timely response during 
any event and this is what local and state authorities are 
expecting when they reach out to the emergency service 
groups that offer their services. 


Winter Field Day is a communications exercise. WFD is held on the last full weekend in January. WFD 
can be worked from the comfort of your home or in a remote location. You can participate by yourself or 
get your friends, family, or whole club involved. Winter Field Day is open to participants worldwide. You 
may operate on the 160, 80, 40, 20, 15, and 10 meter HF bands and all bands above 50 MHz and are free 
to use any mode that can faithfully transmit the required exchange intact. Similar to the ARRL’s Field 
Day, bonus points are earned in several ways, including using non-commercial power sources, operating 
from remote locations, satellite contacts, and more. 


The Winter Field Day Association is a dedicated group of amateur radio operators who believe that 
emergency communications in a winter environment is just as important as the preparations and practice 
that is done each summer but with some additional unique operational concerns. 


We believe, as do those entities like ARES and RACES, radio operational skills should not be limited to 
fair weather scenarios. The addition of Winter Field Day will enhance those already important skills of 
those that who generously volunteer their time and equipment to these organizations. 


Winter Field Day rules are nearly identical to the ARRL Field Day. Entry categories are a bit different 
along with the scoring. Stations may operate from home, portable outdoors or portable indoors (at a 
location that does not have a permanent amateur radio station). Go to the WFDA website for rules and 
log submission instructions at https://www.winterfieldday.com .

11. New Business: 

11.1 General discussion on the future of general meetings: Ed mentioned that Cal had suggested to him that maybe 
we should change the format of the General meetings. After a brief discussion on possibilities, it was concluded 
that the format will stay as is for now. Ed decided that it will be moved to unfinished business since Cal was not in 
attendance. At this point Larry KK6QPE joined the meeting. He had already submitted an email to the board 
showing a new estimate of the deficit for the Education and Training courses of 2022. The old estimate was $3047 
and the new estimate is $1476 and he wanted this recorded in the minutes. Trevor submitted that, if we could get a 
room, only for the classes, at $100 per night it would not make much different to the current costs. Larry KK6QPE 
replied that it has not been possible, up to now, to find such a rate anywhere, but that if we do, then we will be 
able to continue with in person classes. Larry KK6QPE gave a shout out to all the members who supported 
PACIFICON and did a phenomenal job. Trevor WA6JAU submitted that they are one projector short for 
PACIFICON because one went missing last year. Ed gave approval to purchase a new one at $649.

3. The meeting was called to discuss the future of PACIFICON: Julie confirmed the names of the attendees that 
were present in her home and handed over to Barb KOWHY. 


Barbara presented some numbers and stated that the net loss would be about $5,405 based on a document that Gene 
KG6EYE had produced. She noted that some invoices had not been received yet and that they are expected to be 
higher than last year. After some questions, the document produced by Gene was shown to the attendees via Zoom. 
After further input, it became clear that the income had been under reported. After further discussion it appeared as 
if there would be an estimated loss of $2,000. Ed concluded that that the numbers will have to be consolidated at a 
later time. 


Discussion turned to the hotel contract for 2023/2024 which has to be signed soon. The hotel has offered a less 
favorable contract than in the past which is estimated to be at least $10,000 more. Mike N6JGA stated that 2022 is 
the 30th year that MDARC has been responsible for PACIFICON and that, to his knowledge, had not lost a lot of 
money but rather had made a lot of money for many years, so one year of loss in 30 years is not too bad. He added 
that, during PACIFICON, once it became apparent that a loss would be made, He, Julie, Barb and other committee 
members had met Thursday night at PACIFICON and got numbers a whole lot bigger than we are talking about 
now. Mike reported that to Kristen McIntyre K6WX and her ARRL Cabinet the following day. They responded by 
offering a number of suggestions for support and other methods of help. One suggestion was to move out of the Bay 
Area to more affordable places like Modesto or Sacramento, so there are other options and we have the support of 
the entire Pacific division of the ARRL. In response to a question from Larry KK6QPE, Mike N6JGA said that we 
could possibly apply for grants from organizations like the ARDC and the ARRL Foundation but we have to commit 
to a plan before we can apply. We could get other clubs involved to share the load but then we would have to share 
the rewards too. Mike N6JGA commented that, in his opinion, the gravy train of PACIFICON is over so additional 
methods of funding MDARC need to be found. 


There was much discussion about the effects of the higher prices on attendance and the demographics of the 
attendees. The conclusion was that we should not sign the contact next week. The downside of this is that we could 
potentially lose the third week in October that we have had up to now. 


Tom KA6SIP, raised the consideration that we don’t have the traditional $10,000 seed money in the PACIFICON 
account to pay for hotel deposits. We paid $11,000 up front this year but the hotel is asking for $21,000 next year. 
Therefore, we need to look for other venues. 


Trevor WA6JAU proposed a motion, seconded by Mike W6MEW to not sign the contract. The motion was 
unanimously approved.

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Since Barb is still negotiating with the hotel, she was cleared to tell them that we cannot sign the contract at this time 
because the total financial risk involved. This will help to discover how much our business means to the hotel. A num- 
ber of local alternative venues were discussed. Barb was also cleared to look at other potential venues in conjunction 
with other ARRL section managers. 


Mike will report the results of this meeting to Kristen McIntyre KoWX and her cabinet. 


Julie summarized the conclusions of the meeting as follows: We are putting the contract on hold; Barb will still try to 
negotiate with the hotel but also look for other venues.
